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McCloskey Documents Disclose U.S. 
'Encouraged1 Vietnam Military Coup

WASHINGTON (AP) — Rep. 


Paul N. McCloskey Jr., says 
secret papers show Robert F. 
Kennedy suggested during a 
State 
Department-Pentagon 


clash on overthrowing Ngo Dinh 
Diem in 1963 that America pull 
out of Vietnam. 


In the end, the California 


Democrat said Monday, the 
United States "encouraged and 
authorized" the military coup in 
which Diem was killed, as U. S. 
Ambassador Henry Cabot Lodge 
met with Diem while U. S. of- 
ficials and coup leaders worked 
to overthrow him. 


"It was an incredible case of 


duplicity on the part of the State

poisoning have been reported to 
the County Health Department, 
according to Dr. Lynn Wolfe, 
county health officer, and more 
than six persons have been 
hospitalized. 


Mrs. Hartung said 
people 


have been, "a bit premature 
coming out with names and 
things, because there is no proof 
of it yet," defending against 
rumors that other pastries may 
be contaminated.

Kennedy's reservations came, 


McCloskey said, when the State 
Department was arguing that 
the United States could not save 
South Vietnam with Diem in 
power and the Pentagon arguing 


Diem was needed to rally South 
Vietnam. 


"Kennedy said if we can't win 


with Diem and we can't win 
without him then why don't we 
disengage," McCloskey said. 
The papers lea\e no question, 
McCloskey said, that U. S. of- 
ficials in Saigon were working 
with coup leaders. 


The congressman said last 


week professor Daniel Ellsberg, 
a Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology researcher who 
worked on the Pentagon study, 
had given him some papers. 


But he said Monday he would 


take precautions not to identify

Supporters of the legislation, 


backed both by President Nixon 
and Democratic leaders, turned 
back the first challenge to the 
welfare plan Monday on a 200- 
172 procedural vote.

was an important Soviet official, 
but the British government 
wanted to play down his 
defection to minimize its effect 
on relations between the major 
Western nations and the Soviet 
Union.

WASHINGTON (AP) — End- 


the-war senators moved today 
toward another vote, perhaps 
the closest yet, on a compromise 
amendment to set a pullout date. 


The bipartisan proposal would 


require that all U.S. forces be 
out of Indochina nine months 
after 
enactment, provided 


agreement is reached in 60 days 
to release all U.S. prisoners. 


Two end-the-war measures 


failed last week by margins of 8 
and 13 votes. This time the 
outcome was seen as even 
closer. Republican Leader Hugh 
Scott was called back from a 
trip to Europe in case his vote is 
needed to defeat the latest 
measure. 


The proposal is sponsored by 


Sens. Marlow W Cook, R-Ky., 
Thomas F. Eagleton, D-Mo., 
Ted Stevens, R-Alaska, and 
Vance Hartke, D-Ind. Cook, the 
main sponsor, previously voted 
against a series of amendments 
to limit President Nixon's 
freedom 
of action in with- 


drawing troops. 


Earlier this month the Senate 


defeated an amendment to set 
Dec. 31, 1971, as the cutoff date.

Pay-As-You-Build Situation May 
Face Corning School Taxpayers 


CORNING —Taxpayers in the 


Corning Union High School 
district may find themselves in 
a pay-as-you-build situation. 


According to Bud Gott, school 


superintendent, district tax- 
payers will soon be able to add 
vocational -technical facilities to 
the school without facing the 
high interest of bonds or going 
for state, with its tightening 
budget, for possible aid. 


Gott explained that at the end 


of the 1971-72 fiscal year, June 
30, 1972, the district will have 
paid in full a previous state loan. 
The district presently pays 
about 23 cents each $100 
assessed valuation to pay off the 
state aid. 


Heavy Shelling Hits 
South Vietnamese 
Base Near DMZ 


SAIGON 
(AP) — North 


Vietnamese forces, repulsed in 
an early morning ground attack, 
hit 
a besieged South Viet- 


namese artillery base just south 
of the demilitarized zone with a 
heavy mortar barrage Monday 
night. 


Field reports said more than 


300 mortar rounds hit Firebase 
Fuller, 
atop 
an 
1,800-foot 


mountain four miles south of the 
DMZ. 
A 
spokesman 
said 


casualties among the defenders 
were light, with none killed. 


Two American bases along the 


southern edge of the buffer zone 
also came under attack, but no 
casualties were reported. 


The attacks resulted from a 


dry season buildup of North 
Vietnamese forces just south of 
the DMZ that Vietnamese of- 
ficers at Firebase Fuller say has 
come later than usual this year 
because of the disruptive effect 
on the enemy of the South 
Vietnamese invasion of Laos 
last February. 


To avoid some future bonding 


needs and to eliminate taking a 
chance that state money may 
not be available, the district 
trustees propose an override 
election. The 
proposal, if 


passed, would shift the 20 cents 
now being paid to eliminate the 
state loan debt from special to 
general operation funds. 


The tax rate would remain the 


same. 


According to Gott, the district 


taxpayer now pays about $1.60 
total tax for school needs. The 
$1.60 is broken down into two 
major fields; general operations 
and special, fixed, expenditures. 


The loan payoff is made with 


fixed expenditure funds, as are 


community service and adult 
education costs. Fixed ex- 
penditures are set by the state, 
Gott said. 


The general operation fund, 


which 
covers 
the 
actual 


operation of the school, 
in- 


cluding salaries, equipment 
purchases and construction, 
presently stands at $1.13 for 
each $100 assessed valuation. 


Gott and the trustees would 


take the 20 cents now used to 
retire the state loan from the 
fixed expenditure fund and 
place the same amount in the 
general operation fund. 


To do this, the voters must 


approve a tax override to

WASHINGTON (AP) — May's 


jump in living costs, biggest of 
the year, sliced another half a 
cent off every dollar. 


The Nixon administration's 


hopes to curb inflation received 
a second jolt Monday when the 
Labor Department announced 
claims for unemployment in- 
surance climbed substantially 
last week. 


The Bureau of Labor Statistics 


said consumer prices rose five- 
tenths of one per cent last month 
with half of the increase caused 
by higher prices for apparel. 


used cars, homes and the rising 
price of stamps 


It was the sharpest increase in 


the cost of living since a five 
tenths rise last December, and 
even higher — six-tenths— on a 
seasonally adjusted basis. 


The report came only hours 


after Secretary of Commerce 
Maurice Stans tpid a labor 
convention, "The rate of in- 
flation has now come within 
controllable boundaries and this 
has been achieved without a 
major dislocation in the nation's 
economy."

If they were too 
long, don't pull quite so hard on 
the second try. If they were too 
short, stretch the fabric a bit 
more firmly as you work it over 
the thigh.

should have," said Col. David H. 
Hackword, "we should have 
come over and organized the 
South Vietnamese army into a 
guerrilla posture, instead of as* a 
direct reflection of the U. S. 
corps with its divisions and all 
that junk. . . " 


Hackworth, who was wounded 


four times in Korea and four 
more times in 5% years in 
Vietnam, said in a wide-ranging 
interview he found a great 
difference between the Saigon 
government's troops and their 
Vietnamese adversaries. 


The North Vietnamese or Viet 


Cong soldiers are 
"properly 


prepared for war," said Hack- 
worth. "Most of their training is 
on political indoctrination, 
which results in a highly 
motivated soldier who really 
believes in what he's doing." By 
comparison, 
he continued, 


"these jokers in the South 
Vietnamese army are motivated 
by a new Honda, a Rolex watch, 
a refrigerator or a fan, or how 
many goodies you can get them 
from the PX. That's it — not, 
'Goddam, we're going to win 
this thing because it's im- 
portant.' " 


Hackworth 
called 
Viet- 


namization, the Nixon ad- 
ministration's plan of turning

"We thought we would steam- 


roll our way through this war, 
as we have every other war, 
World War I, World War II, 
Korea. We've won by the output 
of the assembly line, not by a 
tactical skill on the ground. And 
you have this tremendous 
grouping of shallow dilettantes 
who were running the Army, I'm 
talking about battalion and up, 
who didn't know anything about 
the situation.

In Matters Both Large And Small 


Dr. Frank Stanton, president of Columbia Broadcasting 


System, told members of the California Newspaper Publishers 
Association meeting in Palo Alto this past weekend that preserving 
the freedom of the news media to report and analyze the news in 
accordance with its own best judgment is "a matter of high prin- 
ciple which we all have a duty to defend." 


"We in the media have not so much a right as a duty to present 


the facts as we see them," he said at another point. And he added: 
"Men who attain the power of government are all too quick io 
silence their critics." And again: "There is a disposition on the part 
of government officials to keep their doings secret." 


That disposition to keep doings secret, we have noted, extends 


down to our local governments. There may be some difference in 
the motives of the federal government officials and those on the 
local boards and councils. But probably there is a lot of similarity, 
too. 


In Tehama County, we have never had reason to believe that 


any of our officials were going into secret conclave to hatch up 
nefarious schemes. But we have felt often that there has been no 
good purpose served by the closed doors, and that the officials were 
resorting to them merely to avoid making controversial statements 
in public. And though on some occasions there may be genuine 
desire to avoid hurting or embarrassing someone, more clcsely 
analyzed, the motive may be to cut down criticism that freely 
expressed thoughts voiced in public might bring to the individual 
officials. 


On the national scene, public displeasure can translate into 


political defeat for both the individual and the party — and, of 
course, for the objectives the party is attempting to achieve. 


In both places, though, we hold secrecy is dangerous. It is 


better that all sides of matters large and small be open toUhe full 
light of public scrutiny and public debate. 


The Argument Is Still Sound 


It seems a bit surprising, even in these post ping pong days, but 


the California Chamber of Commerce Board of Directors adopted a 
resolution urging relaxation of the trade restrictions with Red 
China and other Communist countries before the Nixon ad- 
ministration gave the go-ahead. 


It's surprising only in that the state chamber has the reputation 


of being a strong bastion of free enterprise and no compromise with 
the supporters of collectivist philosophy. Actually, though, it makes 
good sense and is really no indication of any leaning toward 
Marxist doctrine. 


It's obvious that the Red Chinese are in control of China, and 


likely to remain that way for a long time. We can trade with them 
or let someone else do it.

WASHINGTON — Senator 


Bob Dole, the GOP national 
chairman, has made a big noise 
about bringing minorities into 
the Republican party.

Fierro's charges. Two days 
later, the powerful Senator fired 
off a terse letter to the General 
Accounting Office: 


"It is of concern to me that 


you immediately conduct an 
investigation of sums provided 
by the Office of Economic Op- 
portunity to the Kansas Human 
Needs Corporation through Mr. 
Manny D. Fierro." 


Dole added that the grant "is 


being seriously questioned by 
many Western Kansas residents 
as well as myself."

South's Schools Least Segregated

Over the past two years 


Southern schools have become 
the nation's most desegregated 
while racial 
isolation 
has 


worsened in many 
Northern, 


big-city districts, government 
statistics show. 


Confirming 
preliminary 


figures of last January, the 
Department 
of 
Health, 


Education and Welfare said the 
percentage of Negroes attending 
majority white schools in the 11 
Southern states doubled from 18 
per cent in 1968 to 39 per cent 
last fall. The earlier estimate 
was 38.1 per cent 


This compares with 33 per 


cent desegregation nationally, 
28 per cent in the 32 Northern 
and Western states, and 32 per 
cent in the six border states. 


Southern progress was vir- 


tually the sole reason for the 
nationwide desegregation in- 
crease from 23 to 33 per cent 
between 1968 and 1970, the 
figures showed. 


Among the nation's 30 largest 


school districts, only Southern 
and Western districts improved 


over the period in the traditional 
HEW measure of desegregation- 
percentage of blacks in majority 
white schools. 


By this standard, racial 


isolation in public elementary 
and secondary schools wor- 
sened, among other places, in 
New York 
City, 
Chicago, 


D e t r o i t , 
P h i l a d e l p h i a , 


Cleveland, 
Milwaukee, 
St. 


Louis, Columbus, Ohio, In- 
dianapolis, and Boston. 


The integration increase from 


13 to 16 per cent in the 98 largest 
school districts between 1968 
and 1970 was almost totally 
accounted for by progress in the 
South, 
where 
big-city 


desegregation jumped from 11.3 
per cent to 22.9 per cent. 


Northern school districts have 


in general escaped government 
desegregation 
mandates 


because their segregation arose 
from housing patterns rather 
than from Southern-type laws 
establishing a dual education 
system for whites and blacks 
The Supreme Court has not 
addressed the constitutionality 
of this residence-caused, or de 
facto, school segregation.

the Philadelphia Eagles," he 
said, "then I think he should be 
in the starting blocks at the 
Olympics " 


Bending a mite, the slick 


haired Philadelphian — a four- 
time Olympic rower — said that 
"at the least, an athlete who is a 
professional in one sport should 
still be able to compete as an 
amateur in another " 


Such a ruling would clear the 


road for sprinters such as Bob 
Hayes to run in the Olympics 
even though he has been hand- 
somely paid to play football for 
the Dallas Cowboys.

More than 1.5 million 1970 


brood year king salmon, with 
fins clipped for identification, 
were released this spring from 
two Northern California hat- 
cheries run by the Dept. of Fish 
and Game. 


Included 
were 
750,277 


fingerlings marked at the 
Coleman facilities just across 
the county line on Battle Creek 
and another 772,314 at the 
Nimbus Hatcheries located just 
off the American River east of 
Sacramento. 


The study was undertaken to 


evaluate whether the effects of 
trucking 
90-to-the-pound 


fingerlings to a downstream 
release site at Rio Vista would 
provide better returns. 


Because of the agricultural 


use of the Sacramento and 
Amencan Rivers as well as" 
pollution that the Chinook must 
encounter as juveniles on their 
journey to the sea, the depart- 
ment feels that a downstream 
release should increase their 
chances for survival and make 
subsequent contribution to sport 
and commercial salmon cat- 
ches. 


At Coleman, about half of the 


fingerlings were marked by 
having their adipose fin (on the 
top of the body just in front of the 
tail) and right ventral

clipped. The other half lost their 
left ventral and adipose fins 
snipped.

Television cameras will count

Counts can also be made 
manually at the dam, as well as 
at the Battle Creek facility and 
at Keswick Dam near Redding. 


According to a spokesman at 


Coleman, the truck ride has no 
effect on the homing instincts of 
the fish.
